REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest, a retraction device comprising the features of the cited art with a 
one-piece frame hinged on a handle and slidably attached to a support element as set 
forth in claims 1 and 48. It is noted that in all of the art found, one could find a one-piece 
frame hinged on a handle and attached to a support element while allowing adjustments 
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and positioning of the handle with respect to the frame and extension means for holding 
a second blade thereby increasing the effective length of the retractor. However, the 
support element is not slidably attached.
